And whereas by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the 
nineteenth and twentieth years of the reign of his Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the amending and explain- 
ing the several Laws made in this Kingdom for carrying on the Lagan 
Navigation,” a certain body politic and corporate was created, called 5 
“ The Company of Undertakers of the Lagan Navigation,” and the pro- 
perty of the said Navigation, and the powers of making and completing 
the same given by the said Acts, and other powers, were given to and 
vested in the said Corporation for the purposes in the said Act men- 
tioned : 10 

And whereas by an Act passed in the fifty-fourth year of the reign of 
his said late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for 
amending and continuing several Acts made for the Improvement of the 
Lagan Navigation, and for the further Improvement of the said Navi- 
gation,” it was enacted, that the said several recited Acts, and that Act, 15 
should continue and be in force for Twenty-one Years, from the Twenty- 
fifth day of December One thousand eight hundred and Fourteen, and 
no longer :

And be it Enacted, That this Act shall be deemed and taken to be 
a Public Act, and shall be judicially taken notice of as such without 
being specially pleaded. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
